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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornurn, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogeh 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be 
commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities 
undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

2. Claims 1-52 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-42 of U.S. Patent No. 6,654,049. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because of 
the reasons discussed below. 

3. Regarding claims 1-52 of the present application, the applicants invention as claimed in 
claims 1-52 is broader is scope than claims 1-42 of U.S. Patent No. 6,654,049. Therefore, any 
patent granted on it would result in the unjustifiable timewise extension of the monopoly granted 
on claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,654,049. Additionally, it is important that these two inventions 
are always commonly owned. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

The USPTO "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject 
Matter Eligibility" (Official Gazette notice of 22 November 2005), Annex IV, reads as 
follows: 

Descriptive material can be characterized as either "functional descriptive material" or "nonfunctional descriptive 
material." In this context, "functional descriptive material" consists of data structures and computer programs 
which impart functionality when employed as a computer component. (The definition of "data structure" is "a 
physical or logical relationship among data elements, designed to support specific data manipulation functions." 
The New IEEE Standard Dictionary of Electrical and Electronics Terms 308 (5th ed. 1993).) "Nonfunctional 
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descriptive material" includes but is not limited to music, literary works and a compilation or mere arrangement 
of data. 

When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable medium it becomes structurally and 
functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the 
function of the descriptive material to be realized. Compare In re Lowry, 32 F.3d 1579, 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d 
1031, 1035 (Fed. Cir. 1994) (claim to data structure stored on a computer readable medium that increases 
computer efficiency held statutory) and Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1360-61, 31 USPQ2d at 1759 (claim to 
computer having a specific data structure stored in memory held statutory product-by-process claim) with 
Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361,31 USPQ2d at 1 760 (claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory). 

In contrast, a claimed computer-readable medium encoded with a computer program is a computer element 
which defines structural and functional interrelationships between the computer program and the rest of the 
computer which permit the computer program's functionality to be realized, and is thus statutory. See Lowry, 32 
F.3d at 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d at 1035. 



4. Claims 28-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claims 28-52 define a computer program product 
embodying functional descriptive material. The computer program product can reasonably be 
interpreted to be a computer program, as discussed on pages 11-12. However, the claim does not 
define a computer-readable medium or memory and is thus non-statutory for that reason (i.e., 
"When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable medium it 
becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in most 
cases since use of technology permits the function of the descriptive material to be realized" - 
Guidelines Annex IV). That is, the scope of the presently claimed a computer program product 
can range from paper on which the program is written, to a program simply contemplated and 
memorized by a person. 



Furthermore, 



The USPTO "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject 
Matter Eligibility" (Official Gazette notice of 22 November 2005), Annex IV, reads as 
follows: 
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In contrast, a claimed computer-readable medium encoded with a computer program is a computer element 
which defines structural and functional interrelationships between the computer program and the rest of the 
computer which permit the computer program's functionality to be realized, and is thus statutory. See Lowry, 32 
F.3d at 1 583-84, 32 USPQ2d at 1 035. 

Claims that recite nothing but the physical characteristics of a form of energy, such as a frequency, voltage, or 
the strength of a magnetic field, define energy or magnetism, per se, and as such are nonstatutory natural 
phenomena. O'Reilly, 56 U.S. (15 How.) at 1 12-14. Moreover, it does not appear that a claim reciting a signal 
encoded with functional descriptive material falls within any of the categories of patentable subject matter set 
forth in Sec. 101. 

... a signal does not fall within one of the four statutory classes of Sec. 101 . 

... signal claims are ineligible for patent protection because they do not fall within any of the four 
statutory classes of Sec. 101.

5. Additionally, claims 28-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Even if applicant were to amend 
the claim as suggested in the previous 101 rejection by embodying the computer program 
product in a computer-readable medium, a 101 rejection would still be valid based on the 
language of the specification. Claims 28-52 are drawn to functional descriptive material 
recorded on a computer-readable medium, based on page 12 of the specification. Normally, if 
claimed in this manner, the claim would be statutory. However, the specification, at page 12, 
lines 6-20 defines the claimed computer readable medium as encompassing statutory media such 
as a "semiconductor memory device", "magnetic memory device", "optical memory device", etc, 
as well as nonstatutory subject matter such as a "signal" . 

A "signal" embodying functional descriptive material is neither a process nor a product 
(i.e., a tangible "thing") and therefore does not fall within one of the four statutory classes of § 
101. Rather, "signal" is a form of energy, in the absence of any physical structure or tangible 
material. 
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Because the full scope of the claim as properly read in light of the disclosure 
encompasses non-statutory subject matter, the claim as a whole is non-statutory.
